In cenclusion, Redshaw was adjudged
guilty of disorderly conduet and sentenced
50 days to the workhouse.

Mr. Brennen wanted a lighter penmalty,
but Judge Portersaid that, though if he
c¢ounld, he would make the sentence oaly
five days, the law fixed the minimum at 30
days, sud he must impose thst.
